It is only five days 
since he was tak en i I, and until the past 
tw o clays he has not l»een considered in 
much danger. 
The first of last week he re­ 
turned front Council Bluffs and Y ankton, 
and Tuesday evening lie stepped into Mr. 
Folsom s residence to telephone to his 
farm twelve mile* d ista n t. 
He rem arked 
then th a t he had a pain in his shoulder 
and did not know w hat to m ake of it. 
His boarding place was n o t over fifty feet 
d istan t, and reaching there he fell on the 
steps and had to be assisted to his room . 
Medical aid was im m ediately sum m oned, 
but he rapidly grew worse and died. 
Mr. R aym ond has a large farm near the 
city, and m any warm personal friends all 
through the N orthw est.

The new penal code of thy S tate of Min­ 
nesota, which was adopted by the legisla­ 
ture last winter, went into effect flan. I, 
and all crimes counnittted orcom rnenctd 
since the whistles blew the new year in, 
will be tried according to it, the old code 
governm ent trials of .’rimes com m itted 
p rior to th a t tim e. The principal changes 
iii crim inal practice under the new law, are 
as follows:

necessary to con stitu te m urder. 
This j>e- 
euliar position 
was 
vindicated by the 
courts, inasm uch as m urder existed in this 
state, w ithout regard to sta tu te, so th a t 
we had practically a m urder at comm on law 
and a m ore particu lar and limited m urder 
in the first degree a t sta tu te law. Now the 
re;ieaI or abrogation of a1! comm on law by 
the code will necessitate such a pleading of 
flit? new ingredient of deliberation and pre­ 
m editation as the code itself ha* defined 
and introduced. 
One great aim of Ha* 
code, and oat* which it regarded as the very 
best feature, is a greater subdivision and 
enum eration of grade* of a p articu lar crim ­ 
inal act, in this m a tte r im itating in accord­ 
ance with the genius of the republic the 
law* of Ari ient Rome, which punished the 
intent and not the act itself. 
THE HEATH PENALTY. 
According to th e new code the penalty for 
m urder in tim first d«-gr.->- i- death, ii it if 
the court certify th a t there are m itigating 
circum stances, the punishm ent shall be im­ 
prisonm ent for life. 
This is merely a re-en­ 
actm ent of the law passed som e three years 
ago, under which W assem an was executed. 
M urder in the second degree is punishable 
by im prisonm ent for life, and in the third 
degree by im prisonm ent for n ot less th an 
seven or more th an th irty years. Before Ute 
ad option of the code the death penalty was 
left with the jury. Gambling of all kinds 
is strictly prohibited, the penalty being a 
fine n o t exceeding $ 200, or im prisonm ent 
in the county jail not exceeding six month*, 
o r both. 
Betting a t gaming tables or al­ 
lowing the sam e to lie run on one’* prem i­ 
se* are also punishable by fines. 
Tile ad- 
liussion of children under sixteen year* of 
age to dance houses or saloons is pro h ib it­ 
ed under punish • ent of heavy fines.

INDUSTRIAL BRIEFLETS. 


Items ort Varied Interest Culled at 
Random. 
In concluding an article advising the 
farmers of Louisiana to try the cultiva­ 
tion of tobacco, The New Iberia Enter- 
prise says: 
“ All great achievements in 
' agriculture, as well as in art and sci- 
• ence, are 
the result of experiment. 
Without it we would now have no steam­ 
boats, no railroads, no telegraphs, no 
ocean cables, no telephones, no instan­ 
taneously’- taken pictures, no electric 
lights-4-in brief, not one of the. number- 
j less discoveries and inventions of the 
nineteenth century. 
If we would not 
remain as mere mile and linger posts 
to show the distances and point out 
the directions to be taken by a more 
enterprising people, we must dance to 
the music of progress, as do all whose 
: energy and good sense make them for­ 
tune’s favorites.” 
The farm of Hon. David M. Clough, 
of Canterbury, the well-known “corn 
king,” comprises 500 acres, and follows 
the fertile bank of the M errimac river 
for one mile. 
Among the productions 
of this season are: 
Corn in the ear. 
3.000 bushel.*; oats, 1,000; potatoes, 
oOO, and hay, 150 tons. 
The farm has 
IOO h< ad of neat stoc k and 8 horses. 
For 60 years no intoxicating liquors of 
anv kind, or cider, have been allowed 
as a beverage. 
Distinguished agricul­ 
turist- call this the best farm in the 
Merrimac valley. 
In addition to the 
homestead, Col. Clough owns 500 acres 
of land in Canterbury, Boscawen, and 
Northfield, and large tracts in Wilmot 
and London, in all about 1,500 acres. 
Latest reports from 
the Canadian 
Northwest place the quantity of export­ 
able wheat at between 7,000,000 and 
8/(00,000 
bushels. 
This am ount was 
intended for transportation by way of 
Port A rthur aud the lakes to the pro­ 
vince* of Ontairo and Quebec. 
At Port 
A rthur ample accomodation is provided 
' by one elevator with a capacity of 1,- 
350.000 bushels, 
another of 333,000 
bushels, and two flat warehouses with 
a storage capacity of 500,000 bushels. 
Some part of the wheat was expected to 
be ground in W innepeg, where large 
mill* exist, with a qpmbined capacity of 
1,500 bushels per day. 
By a recent law in Indiana, any per­ 
son who knowingly perm its Canada 
thistles to grow and mature upon his 
land, or land under his charge, is liable 
to a fine of not less than £5, or more 
than -?20, and double the amount for a 
second offense. 
Subject to the same 
fine* are supervisor* of the highways of 
the state who allow these thistles to 
grow on any road in their districts: or 
roadmasters of railway lines, through 
whose negligence these thistles grow 
al<out stations or along the right of way 
under their supervision. 
Late English papers contain an order 
from the privy council which requires 
every local authority in England, Wales 
and Scotland to slaughter within two 
days of the existence of the disease be­ 
coming known 
to 
them, all swine 
affected with swine fever, and all swine 
which have been in contact with such 
affected swine, the compensation in the 
form er case b>-ing fixed at one-half the 
value of the animal, and in the latter 
case at the full value. 
By the experiments of a German 
scientist to ascertain the lowest tem per­ 
ature at which seeds are capable of 
germinating, it wa* shown that rye and 
winter wheat and the turnip germ inated 
at 32 degrees; barley and o at' showed 
their cotyledon at the same degree of 
tem perature, but the re-t did not start 
until 35 degrees were reached; Indian 
corn at 48 degrees, flax, the pea. clover, 
and asparagus at 35 degrees: the bean 
and currant at 38 degrees. 
The legislature of South Carolina has 
apportioned $ 1,000. in order that a prac­ 
tical test may be made in the culture of 
tobacco. 
A premium of $.50 is to be 
given to one farm er in each county, and 
a premium of $100 to the farmer report­ 
ing the best result. 
The selection is to 
i be made by a committee of three prac­ 
tical farmers in each county, appointed 
by the commissioner of agriculture. 
Pears have been cheaper and more 
plentiful in Boston this season than 
ever before in the history of the city. 
Varieties that brought $8 per bushel a 
few years ago sold for $1 last fall. 
The 
1 garden culture of pears has greatly in­ 
creased in all New' England states dur­ 
ing the past twenty years. 
80 many 
pears are sent into some of the towns 
that they bring no more than apples. 
The yield of the Florida orange crop 
will be very near 900,000 boxes. 
The 
boxes will average 165 to 170 oranges— 
that is, standard boxes. 
Last season 
the standard box held 180. the season 
previous only about ICO- 
There is less 
rust than ever known 
before. 
The 


I fruit is larger, brighter, and sm oother 
i than last year. 
As to price, the grower 
will get from $1.75 to $2 per box. 
The Arabs still continue to obtain but- 
j tor in the primitive fashion of three 
j thousand years ago. 
When traveling 
they milk their camels at dawn, and 
after their m orning meal put the residue 
in a sheepskin bag and resume their 
journey. 
The jolting received en route 
does the churning and butter is ready 
at the night encampment. 
To encourage the erection of tasteful 
buildings on the new fair-grounds at 
Columbus, O., for the display of agri­ 
cultural exhibits, the board of agricul­ 
ture of that state offers $1,000 in pre­ 
miums, divided as foliowrs: 
First pre­ 
mium, $500; second, $300; third, $200. 
The buildings must be completed on or 
before July I, 1886. 
The honey crop of California this year 
was a very poor one. 
At Santa Anna 
last year, the average product of honey 
per colony was 240 pounds, but it has 
fallen to an average of about 30 pounds 
for the crop of 1885. 
The vintage in nearly all the vine- 
growing districts of Hungary has been 
unusually large this season, and the 
grapevines are in a very prom ising con­ 
dition for another large crop.
